HUSTONVILLE — A 
little more than two weeks 
ago, Hustonville Mayor 
Marc Spivey was running 
unopposed for a new term. 

Now, after an unexpected 
and unexplained withdraw¬ 
al from Spivey less than a 
month before the election, 
at least four write-in candi¬ 
dates are vying for the seat. 

Larry "Pup" Doss, 
Hadden Owens, David 
Peyton and Mary Lou 
Rossetti had all filed to 
seek the seat as of Tuesday 
night. 

The deadline to file as a 
write-in candidate at 
County Clerk George 
Spoonamore's Stanford 
office is 4 p.m. Friday. 

Doss, who served previ¬ 
ously as Hustonville 
mayor, filed Oct. 15th, the 
same day The Interior 
Journal discovered Spivey 
had withdrawn. 

Doss said seeing addi¬ 
tional Hustonville residents 
file as candidates doesn't 
change anything for him. 

"I wish four more would 
run," he said. "The more 
that run, the better it is. ... 
It don't take near as many 
votes (to win)." 

Doss said last week that 
he believes his record as 
mayor in the past speaks 
for itself. 

"I helped them before. 
I've done more for 
Hustonville than any of the 
(other mayors) have done," 
he said. "Let the voters do 
the judging. The only thing 
I want to do is get this town 
back on track." 

Owens, who runs a com¬ 


puter-repair business and 
has lived in Hustonville for 
about two years, said he 
understands parliamentary 
procedure and knows how 
to write grants from his 
time in the early 2000s run¬ 
ning the Lincoln County 
Art League. 

"I think it's important to 
have a mayor that not only 
knows procedure ... but it's 
important to have a mayor 
who will listen to the peo¬ 
ple," he said. "I don't want 
to get in there and push my 
own personal agenda on 
anybody; I want to listen to 
people and do what the 
community asks." 

Peyton, a Hustonville 
resident for about 16 
months who grew up in the 
Lincoln County area, said 
he has valuable experience 
in construction supervision 
that would prove useful if 
he is elected. 

"I think I've got a better 
insight into our little water 
department than probably 
anybody else running," he 
said. "I just want to do 
what's best for our little 
city and I think I'm the best 
man for the job." 

Rossetti, who currently 
serves as a Hustonville 
councilwoman, said she 
has "invested" five years on 
the city council and feels 
the need to do something 
for the city. 

"Obviously the city 
needs help. We need fresh 
ideas in the city and also 
more up-to-date ways to do 
things," she said. "I want to 
have an open city govern¬ 
ment so that the citizens

Waynesburg, McKinney locations 
scaling back to match demand

Lincoln residents in the 
Waynesburg and McKinney 
communities seemed more 
relieved than anything else 
last week after hearing about 
plans to reduce hours at their 
local post offices. 

"You brought good news," 
McKinney resident Tommie 
Gooch told USPS Manager 
of Operations Thomas 


Adkins Wednesday after¬ 
noon. "We were afraid we 
were going to close." 

Adkins spent about half an 
hour in McKinney 
Wednesday and a little more 
than an hour in Waynesburg 
Friday explaining the United 
States Post Office's plan to 
scale back hours at more 
than 33,000 small post 
offices. 

Adkins said the Post 
Office is facing a "perfect 


storm" financially speaking. 

The financial meltdown 
that began in 2008 heavily 
impacted two of the Post 
Office's biggest customers 
— the auto and banking 
industries. The Internet con¬ 
tinues to reduce how much 
people use regular mail. And 
congress continues to 
require USPS to pre-pay $6 
billion per year in retirement 
funds, he said. 

Add all of it together and 
the Post Office is in a situa¬ 
tion where it can't afford to 
continue operating as it has

Watchdogs are not effec¬ 
tive when they are penned up

The First Amendment pro¬ 
tects the rights of a free press 
for everyone, not just those 
with printing presses, broad¬ 
cast stations or Internet news 
operations. 

But having the right of a 
free press for all also con¬ 
veys a special responsibility 
to the few who do work for 
such organizations. The 
nation’s Founders presup¬ 
posed that those in the busi¬ 
ness of journalism — in 
today’s world, news and 
information — would also 
act as the proverbial “watch¬ 
dog on government.” 

The outside monitor would 
serve to hold accountable 
those public officials, agen¬ 
cies and operations funded 
by public funds, and to report 
back independently to voters 
and taxpayers, who thus 
would have the best and

largest amount of informa¬ 
tion from which to make 
engaged decisions so funda¬ 
mental to a democratic 
republic. 

Whew. That’s a mouthful 
— and a serious job, too, and 
never more so than in elec¬ 
tions, when public policy for 
multiple years is decided. 

So it’s disheartening to see 
incidents where states and 
the courts — and even other 
news operations — block the 
watchdogs from doing their 
job: 

• In New Jersey, the state’s 
press association has sued the 
state over a rule that will 
keep photographers and 
reporters at least 100 feet 
away from polling areas on

Election Day. The news 
groups note that the farther 
from the polling location, the 
more difficult the newsgath¬ 
ering task. Voters may well 
be in their cars, driving away, 
before a question can be 
posed, or lost in crowds, or 
confused with those arriving 
to vote. 

Lost will be the chance to 
ask immediately questions 
about the nature of the vote: 
Was the machine easy or dif¬ 
ficult to use? Did poll work¬ 
ers adhere to nonpartisan 
roles? 

• In Pennsylvania, a feder¬ 
al judge dismissed a newspa¬ 
per’s request for access to 
county polling places to 
watch the signing-in process, 
supporting an earlier decision 
by state election officials. 
U.S. District Judge Nora 
Barry Fischer said that since 
the order that observers stay 
10 feet away from polling 
places applied to all except 
voters and election workers, 


there was no First 
Amendment violation. 

Though Fischer is right 
that no one news operation is 
being singled out for exclu¬ 
sion, her decision keeps the 
public’s independent advo¬ 
cate from observing voters 
signing up to receive a ballot, 
which would seem a legiti¬ 
mate role in an election year 
when alleged voter fraud and 
new ID requirements are in 
play. 

• In an incident that tears 
at the very spirit of a consti¬ 
tutional protection for a free 
press, the Associated Press 
and other news operations 
refused to cover a West 
Virginia gubernatorial debate 
on Oct. 9 because of restric¬ 
tions on news coverage, set 
in part by the West Virginia 
Broadcasters Association. 

The debate’s sponsors, 
which also included AARP, 
barred still photographers 
and reporters from the same 
room as the candidates. 


Third-party candidates were 
not invited to attend. The 
groups did permit video cov¬ 
erage and provided an 
adjoining room for journal¬ 
ists to view the debate, and 
the 200-seat theater was 
filled with invited guests 
from both major parties. 
There were no “public” seats 
in either room. 

“There is no reason a small 
pool of reporters and photog¬ 
raphers could not be accom¬ 
modated in the hall during 
this important event,” said 
AP Senior Managing Editor 
Michael Oreskes, in a story 
by AP. “This is the one 
opportunity the people of 
West Virginia have to watch 
the two candidates engage. 
We need to offer as many 
perspectives as possible to 
capture the event and the 
candidates’ positions accu¬ 
rately and with fairness and 
balance. If organizers of 
presidential debates can fig¬ 
ure out how to do it, the 


organizers of this debate 
could, too.” 

What was to be lost by 
inviting the press — and 
thus, the public — in? A few 
seats for the privileged, per¬ 
haps? 

Voters may well prefer not 
to respond to reporters’ ques¬ 
tions and election officials 
may find it more efficient to 
operate out of the view of 
cameras and journalists. And 
broadcasters, to their shame, 
may well want to keep a 
prime election event such as 
a debate to themselves. 

But none of those reasons 
rises to the level that justifies 
screening out the public or its 
independent observers at so 
critical a time.

Kentucky’s ‘pill bill’ needs fixing 


It’s good that the Kentucky Board of 
Medical Licensure, and perhaps eventually 
the General Assembly, are going to ease some 
of the more onerous regulations imposed 
under the new law that’s supposed to deter 
abuse of prescription medicines. 

The legislature passed House Bill 1 at the 
end of last year’s special session, hoping to 
stem an addiction epidemic blamed for killing 
three Kentuckians every day. Who could dis¬ 
pute that something had to be done? 

Doubts set in, however, when doctors and 
patients saw the side-effects of new regula¬ 
tions written to implement the law. They 
found that people who legitimately needed 
pain and anxiety medication were being treat¬ 
ed like criminals, forced to undergo costly 
tests and accept intolerable delays before 
receiving necessary medical treatment. 

Dr. Preston Nunnelley, chairman of the 
licensure board, told the Interim Joint 
Committee on Health and Welfare 
Wednesday that help is on the way. He said 


the prescription drug law is generally doing a 
good job shutting down “pill mills” and 
reducing over-prescription of controlled med¬ 
ications but acknowledged that the regulatory 
bar may have been set too high in some 
cases. KBML plans some fine tuning to alle¬ 
viate the hassles while keeping the pressure 
on pushers. 

Political supporters of the pill bill have 
reacted to the criticism with a vigorous 
defense of their legislation, which they say 
has been a rousing success notwithstanding 
the collateral damage. Gov. Steve Beshear 
told reporters Tuesday that the number of pre¬ 
scriptions written for targeted drugs has 
indeed fallen sharply since the law took 
effect. And more providers are participating 
in the state’s computerized prescription moni¬ 
toring system, which is designed to identify 
problem prescribers as well as problem users. 

Many question whether the statistics tell 
the whole story. Are prescriptions falling 
because doctors are becoming more con¬ 


scious of addiction issues, or does the decline 
result from a growing reluctance on the part 
of physicians to jump through all the hoops 
now required to make what once was a rela¬ 
tively straightforward medical decision? Are 
patients who really need the relief these med¬ 
icines provide being forced to do without or 
turn to self-medication instead? 

There are reports of some providers going 
cold turkey - refusing to prescribe any con¬ 
trolled substances at all because of the regu¬ 
latory burden and uncertainty over the legal 
consequences. The Courier-Journal quoted 
Sen. Joey Pendleton, D-Hopkinsville, a pill 
bill supporter, as saying he personally knows 
of doctors who’ve gone that far. 

Patients are at least as frustrated. The 
Lexington Herald-Leader recently reported on 
some who complained they were forced to 
spend hundreds of dollars on urine tests their 
insurance companies refused to cover. 

Cynthia Burton took a grievance on behalf of 
her husband all the way to the governor’s 


office before the Insurance Department 
stepped in and Bluegrass Family Health 
agreed to pay most of the bills. Burton said 
she appreciates the response but wonders how 
many others have endured the same exaspera¬ 
tion she did with less satisfactory results. 

Prescription drug abuse was a crisis that 
cried out for urgent action. Now the regulato¬ 
ry abuse of law-abiding Kentuckians who 
rely on their doctors’ prescriptions to relieve 
pain and anxiety and help them get some 
sleep at night is a matter of commensurate 
urgency. Once again, something has to be 
done.

It was a great moment 
for me. I was thrilled with 
the opportunity given to me 
and excited with the possi¬ 
bility of making something 
out of it.

the left. As I moved for¬ 
ward with my attention 
focused on whatever 
attracted me, I tripped over 
a rough place and fell for¬ 
ward slinging the bag of 
eggs hard on the rough 
road. All of them were bro¬ 
ken. There was nothing for 
me to do but go home and 
face my mother. 

With that old bag and six 
broken eggs, I returned to 
the house. I am sure my 
mother was disappointed, 
but she placed her arm 
around my shoulder and 
listened to my story. Then, 
she said in language I 
understood, “Always be 
careful and watch where 
you are going.” 

Years later, those words

Paramedic honored for helping save 8-year-old's life

STANFORD — A Boyle 
County paramedic was 
honored Friday for his role 
in saving the life of 8-year- 
old Jalen Smith. 

Smith was seriously 
injured Sept. 16 during a 
church hayride accident, 
when his leg was crushed. 

Boyle County EMS Maj. 
Aaron Stamper, who is 
also a board member of 
Stanford EMS, was hon¬ 
ored during the Friday- 
afternoon dedication of 
Stanford EMS’ new facili¬ 
ties for his role in respond¬ 
ing to the scene and stabi¬ 


lizing Smith. 

Stanford Interim Capt. 
James Neikirk presented 
the award after recounting 
his own experience the 
night of the hayride acci¬ 
dent. 

Neikirk said after receiv¬ 
ing multiple panicked 
phone calls reporting a 
hayride accident at the 
Lincoln County 

Fairgrounds and injured 
children, he and other 
EMS responders from all 
around the region respond¬ 
ed to the scene. 

Neikirk said when he 
arrived, Smith was on the 
ground suffering from a 
broken leg and major arte¬ 


rial bleeding. 

Amidst the chaos fol¬ 
lowing the accident, it was 
Stamper who got Smith 
stationary on the ground 
and put much-needed pres¬ 
sure on his leg to prevent 
him from bleeding out, 
Neikirk said. 

Stamper told others he 
would continue to keep 
pressure on Jalen’s leg 
while whatever else need¬ 
ed to happen was accom¬ 
plished. Without Stamper 
there that night, "who 
knows what would have 
happened," Neikirk said. 

Neikirk paused for a 
emotional moment and 
after regaining his compo-

Lincoln County Solid 
Waste Coordinator Chris 
Thomason said the amnesty, 
which is currently scheduled 
on a three-year cycle, is paid 
for by a $1 fee collected on 
every tire purchased in 
Kentucky. 


The waste tires will be 
recycled into crumb rubber 
mulch for places like play¬ 
grounds or sent to special 
facilities that can burn the 
tires to generate electricity, 
Thomason said. 

When waste tires aren’t 
properly disposed of, they 
often collect water and 
become breeding grounds 
for mosquitoes, which can 
carry the West Nile Virus. 
They’re also unsightly and 
can be a fire hazard because 


if they catch on fire, they 
bum at very high tempera¬ 
tures, he said. 

Retail businesses are not 
eligible for the amnesty. If 
the state legislature renews 
the waste tire amnesty pro¬ 
gram in 2014, the next 
Lincoln County amnesty 
will be in 2015, Thomason 
said. 

"This is a good way for 
people to get rid of (waste 
tires) absolutely free of 
charge," he said.

can see exactly how their 
council people vote." 

Rossetti said she is run¬ 
ning on the slogan "What’s 
in is out" and promised "a 
complete audit top to bot¬ 
tom, because we don’t know 
where we stand at this 
point." 

"I believe that’s part of 
being open and honest with 


the citizens," she said. 
"They deserve it." 

Owens and Peyton both 
said they would work to 
repeal or change some ordi¬ 
nances recently passed by 
the city that could potential¬ 
ly make things hard for 
Hustonville Haunted House 
and its owner, Paul Gray. 

Hustonville City Council 
members unanimously 
passed three ordinances in 
September, restricting park¬ 


ing after dark, jaywalking 
and covering faces in public. 

Peyton said he would like 
to repeal the jaywalking and 
parking ordinances but keep 
the face-shielding ordi¬ 
nance, which imposes a 
$100 fine on almost anyone 
who covers their face in 
public so they can’t be rec¬ 
ognized. 

"As far as Pm concerned, 
they (the ordinances) were 
directed at one business in 


town and I’d like to see those 
two removed from the 
books," he said. "It’s not 
right to put ordinances in 
directed at one business, so 
I’ll be fighting real hard to 
get those off the books." 

Peyton said he supports 
the face-shielding ordinance 
because he’s heard reports of 
people at Hustonville 
Haunted House jumping out 
and scaring people in public 
while in costume. 


Owens said he supports 
the jaywalking ordinance, 
which places a $50 fine on 
crossing streets outside of 
crosswalks. But Owens said 
he would prefer to work 
with business owners like 
Gray when there are dis¬ 
agreements, rather than leg¬ 
islating proper behavior via 
ordinances and hefty fines. 

"I don’t believe (Spivey) 
had bad intentions. I think 
what they’re trying to do is 


make Main Street look 
nice," he said. "Instead of 
imposing ordinances on a 
man who’s just trying to run 
a business, we need to bring 
him to the table and negoti¬ 
ate."

in the past, Adkins said. 

"Communication is just 
different now from when we 
were growing up," he told 
several dozen people who 
gathered for the Waynesburg 
meeting. "Most elementary 
schools do not teach writing 
anymore. ... Students log 
on; they don’t write." 

In order to stay afloat 
financially, Adkins said the 
Post Office’s initial plan was 
to close around 3,300 small 
post offices around the coun¬ 
try. But members of congress 
began fighting over which 
post offices would close, try¬ 
ing to get USPS to leave cer¬ 
tain ones open and close oth¬ 
ers, he said. 

In order to avoid closing 
post offices, USPS opted for 
reducing hours at 33,000 post 
offices instead. The amount 
of business done at each post 
office’s retail window was 
used to help determine 
whether each post office 
should be open two, four, six 
or eight hours per day, 
Adkins said. 


SO YOU KNOW 

The initial plan for daily 
hours of retail window opera¬ 
tion at Waynesburg and 
McKinney post offices is as 
follows (subject to change): 

Waynesburg: 9-4 p.m. 
Monday-Friday with a one- 
hour lunch break; and 9-11 
a.m. Saturday. 

McKinney: 1:30-3:30 p.m. 
Monday-Friday; and 8:30- 
10:30 a.m. Saturday. 

In McKinney, the plan is to 
reduce retail window hours 
from eight per day to two per 
day; Waynesburg will see a 
reduction from eight hours 
per day to six. 

Both locations will contin¬ 
ue to offer 24/7 access to their 
P.O. boxes and retail lobbies. 

The new hours are expect¬ 
ed to begin sometime during 
the first few weeks of 
January, Adkins said. 

The initial plan is for 
Waynesburg to be open from 
9 a.m.-4 p.m., with an hour- 
long lunch break in the mid¬ 
dle. The plan for McKinney’s 
hours is 1:30-3:30 p.m., but 


attendees at the Wednesday 
meeting told Adkins they 
might prefer to have morning 
hours instead. 

Representatives from the 
McKinney Water Department 
said without morning hours, 
it may complicate the process 
of turning off water to cus¬ 
tomers who haven’t paid their 
bills. 

Adkins, who oversees post 
offices with zip codes begin¬ 
ning 404 and 403, is holding 
meetings for each of the 15 
post offices in his area that 
are scheduled for hour reduc¬ 
tions, and then bringing the 
concerns from residents back 
for other administrators to 
consider. 

The desire from the 
McKinney residents to have 
morning instead of afternoon 
hours will be included in the 
database of concerns that he 
submits, Adkins said. 

Adkins said after this ini¬ 
tial reduction in hours, post 
offices will be re-assessed 
either every year or every two 
years and have their hours 
adjusted according to the 
amount of business their 
retail windows do. 


"The best way to keep your 
post office around is to use 
it," Adkins said. "Renting 
RO. boxes, buying stamps 
and things like that is what 
keeps us going." 

Adkins told Waynesburg 
residents that with a six-hour 
office, they probably don’t 
need to be worried about the 
office going away very soon. 

"I think a six-hour office 
would be fairly safe," he said. 
"I’d hate to be at a four- or 
two-hour, personally. ... If I 
was a 2-hour office, I’d be 
concerned." 


Former McKinney 

Postmaster Jackie Gibson 
told Adkins and a crowd of 
about 16 at the McKinney 
Post Office that she really 
wished the USPS would have 
bumped McKinney into the 
four-hour category. 

"If they could have just 
given them four hours, that 
would been huge," she said. "I 
know two hours more doesn’t 
sound like much, but it is — 
it’s a huge difference." 

Adkins said he doesn’t like 
to see the cutbacks, which are 
happening at the state level as 


well as at local offices, any¬ 
more than customers do. 

"I agree with you guys," 
he said at the McKinney 
meeting. "That’s my problem 
— I agree with you guys." 

Adkins told Waynesburg 
residents he thinks it’s 
important for small areas to 
keep their post offices, 
which can help provide a 
sense of community. 

"A community is built on a 
church, a school and a post 
office," he said. "Fve always 
thought to build a communi¬ 
ty, that’s what you needed."

Lincoln 
falls 35-14 
to North 
Laurel

STANFORD - North 
Laurel quarterback Michael 
Nelson bolstered his game 
stats Friday night, finishing 
with over 300 total yards and 
four touchdowns as the 
Jaguars beat host Lincoln 
County 35-14. 

It wasn’t just that Nelson 
had 306 yards, but it was the 
fact that they came in large 
chunks, including runs of 37, 
58 and 83 yards and a pass for 
95 yards, all of which resulted 
in touchdowns that put the 
Jaguars up 35-0. The junior 
quarterback, had 211 yards on 
the ground on 13 carries as 
North Laurel clinched third 
place in Class 5A, District 7 
and relegated Lincoln to 
fourth place. 

North Laurel (6-4, 3-2 dis¬ 
trict) amassed 509 yards on 
offense, with running back 
Gabe Blair pushing up the 
numbers with 168 yards and a 
touchdown on 28 carries.

played West Jessamine 3-2. In 
my eyes I can’t ask for any¬ 
thing more, other than a win. 
My goodness, we had it. We 
were in it for a win.” 

Lincoln (12-7-0) never 
trailed until Bowman’s late 
goal, but the Patriots just could 
not get an upper hand on West 
Jessamine as the two teams 
traded goals.

Lincoln (5-5, 2-3) did get in 
the end zone in the second 
quarter when Trevor Gaines 
ran the ball in from the 
Jaguars’ 29, but the touch¬ 
down was nullified by a 
block-in-the-back penalty on 
the Patriots. 

“I felt like we expected to 
play better. We just made a lot 
of mistakes offensively,” 
Settles said. “It’s unfortunate 
because our kids, they’ve real¬ 
ly worked hard, They’ve 
trained hard. To come out like 
this on Senior Night was dis¬ 
appointing.” 

Settles was hoping for an 
offensive turnaround for 
Lincoln in the second half, 
and the Patriots appeared 
ready to deliver on the open¬ 
ing series. 

Quarterback Justin Hubble 
hit Gaines for a 21-yard pass 
and Logan Martin went 16 
yards for a first down on the 
drive. Face mask and personal 
foul penalties against North 
Laurel helped move the ball to 
the Jaguars’ 14, but that was as 
close as the Patriots would 
get, with Blair intercepting 
Hubble to end the drive. 

Lincoln’s next two drives 
also stalled, ending with a 
punt and on downs. 

“Our goal was just to come 
out and win the second half. 
We had to have something 
successful happen early in the 
second half, and it didn’t real¬ 
ly happen for us,” Settles said. 
“We had to take chances of 


going for it in our territory. We 
got lucky a few times, but we 
just weren’t consistently play¬ 
ing well on offense or 
defense.” 

North Laurel was scoreless 
in the third quarter as well, but 
the Jaguars were back on the 
scoreboard early in the fourth 
to extend their lead. Nelson 
broke out of a crowd of Patriot 
defenders and romped 83 
yards to the end zone just over 
a minute into the period. Then, 
after North Laurel took over 
on downs at the Lincoln 39, 
Blair capped off the short 
drive with a 5-yard touch¬ 
down run to give the Jaguars a 
35-0 lead. 

The Patriots finally broke 
onto the scoreboard in the 
fourth quarter. 

Hubble, who went 12-for- 
24 for 115 yards, connected 
for two first-down passes to 
Gaines for 11 and 6 yards then 
ran for two first downs of 14 
and 26 yards before taking the 
ball in from the 7-yard line for 
Lincoln’s first score. The 
drive covered 79 yards in 
eight plays. 

“Justin played a good game 
and I’m proud of him,” said 


Settles. “There’s no doubt that 
he plays hard and he came 
through with some big plays 
there.” 

On the ensuing kickoff, 
Lincoln recovered the ball at 
the North Laurel 29. Martin 
carried the ball three times to 
the 5 then Hubble connected 
with Connor Patterson for a 
touchdown pass and the 35-14 
final. 

Lincoln’s regular season 
ended with Friday’s loss, but 
the Patriots will play on, mak¬ 
ing the playoffs as the fourth- 
place team in District 7. 

“I know our kids are disap¬ 
pointed, but I’m proud of our 
kids and that we’ve made the 
playoffs for three consecutive 
years,” Settles said. “Of 
course, we’d liked to have had 
a winning season, but our kids 
have a lot to be proud of this 
year.” 

The Patriots have an open 
date this Friday and then the 
playoffs begin. As the fourth- 
place team of District 7, 
Lincoln will have to travel the 
long road to Baxter in eastern 
Kentucky on Nov. 2 to play 
the Harlan County Bearcats, 
the No. 1 team in District 8.

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FARM FACTS

Fall calving 
should be considered 


Cattle producers are 
showing a growing inter¬ 
est in switching to or 
adding a fall calving sea¬ 
son to their beef cattle 
operations. 

Traditionally, 
Kentucky cattlemen 
have used spring for 
calving, with cattle 
sometimes giving birth 
in less than desirable 
weather conditions. With 
the increased interest in 
fall calving, researchers 
at the University of 
Kentucky College of 
Agriculture underwent a 
multi year project look¬ 
ing at the advantages 
and disadvantages of 
both systems. 

Logically, you can see 
some advantages to fall 
calving, and better 
weather conditions is 
what attracts most peo¬ 
ple. Especially, if 
you’ve been through a 
wet, cold February and 
March resulting in a 
round of bad spring 
calving, then September 
and October look attrac¬ 
tive. Additionally, a pro¬ 
ducer can breed cattle 
grazing stockpiled fes¬ 
cue in November and 
December when the for¬ 
age is at its nutritional 
peak. 

There is a definite 
advantage of selling fall- 
born calves in the spring 
and early summer. 
That’s partly because 
most producers calve in 
the spring, which means 
a larger number of 
calves are for sale in the 
fall. A disadvantage of 
fall calving is a producer 
will need to provide sup¬ 
plemental feed for the 
calves in the winter. No 
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matter the forage pro¬ 
gram a producer has, 
January through March 
are difficult times for 
livestock and the calves 
are going to need more 
than just their mother’s 
milk to thrive. 

Feed consumption for 
cows will also be higher 
in a fall calving system 
because a nursing cow in 
a cold environment is 
going to consume more 
feed. To compare the 
two calving systems, UK 
researchers studied four 
tests of 20 cows each for 
three years. There were 
two groups each of fall 
calving cows and spring 
calving cows. 

September 15 to 
November 15 were the 
fall calving dates and 
February 15 to April 15 
were spring calving 
dates. 

There was no differ¬ 
ence in pregnancy rates 
between groups, but 
actual weaning weights 
for spring-born calves 
were 20 pounds heavier. 
Winter hay costs were 
nearly double for fall 
herds. But, calf mortality 
rates were 1.8 percent in 
fall compared to 6.8 per¬ 
cent in spring. 

Weaning weight 

advantage is to spring, 
but the feed cost advan¬ 
tage is to spring. Calf 
mortality is a huge 
advantage to fall due 
basically to better 
weather conditions. Fall 
calvers had the market¬ 
ing advantage with 
calves selling some five 
to six percent higher 
than the spring-born 
calves. Based on the UK 
trials, a preliminary eco¬ 


nomic analysis shows 
that a producer can net 
approximately $20 more 
per calf by calving in the 
fall. The number one 
factor to consider during 
the calving season is 
labor. If you work off the 
farm and can’t be there 
when weather conditions 
are poor and cattle are 
calving, then that’s an 
issue against February 
and March calving for 
you. 

Fall calving requires a 
good forage program. If 
a producer doesn’t have 
an above-average forage 
program or silage, he 
may not want to calve in 
the fall. In addition, 
there are some good, 
inexpensive feedstuffs 
such as grain byproducts 
that can be used to creep 
feed calves from January 
through March. But if a 
producer doesn’t want to 
deal with this extra feed¬ 
ing labor, especially in 
muddy conditions, then 
they might not want to 
fall calve. 

There are not a lot of 
advantages one way or 
the other, and the deci¬ 
sion boils down to per¬ 
sonal choice. 

So this gives you 
some food for thought 
about calving seasons. 
If you have more ques¬ 
tions, I will be glad to 
advise you and help you 
make the right choice for 
your herd and situation.

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Drivers warned 
to be on the 
lookout for deer 


Autumn is in full swing 
in Kentucky decorating its 
landscape and roadways 
with vibrant, colorful 
foliage. These fall colors 
serve to remind drivers that 
they will see an increased 
movement of deer through¬ 
out the Commonwealth. In 
addition, deer season 
begins Nov. 10 and 
motorists are more likely to 
encounter these animals on 
or near roadways. 

Spokesperson for KSP, 
Sgt. Rick Saint-Blancard 
says motorists need to take 
extra precautions when 
driving during fall months. 

“It is extremely impor¬ 
tant to recognize this ever¬ 
present risk, especially at 
this time of year when 
nearly fifty percent of all 
collisions with deer occur,” 
says Saint-Blancard. 

“Last year, we had 2,938 
deer-related collisions in 
Kentucky with three of 
those being fatal colli¬ 
sions,” adds Saint- 
Blancard. 

According to the 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
(NHTSA), there are 
approximately 1 million 
deer related vehicle crashes 
each year that kill nearly 
200 people, injure over 
10,000 and result in over 
$1 billion in vehicle dam¬ 
age. 

Saint-Blancard offered 
the following tips for driv¬ 
ers: 

• Be extra cautious in the 
early morning and evening 
hours. Deer are most active 
during these low-light peri¬ 
ods when humans see 
worst and reaction time is 
slow. 

• Stay alert when driving 
through a known deer¬ 
crossing zone. If you see 
one deer, look for more. 
They often travel in herds. 

• Drive at a moderate 
speed, especially on roads 
bordering woodlands, 


parklands, golf courses and 
streams. However, remem¬ 
ber that many deer crashes 
occur on busy highways 
near cities. 

• Use high beam head¬ 
lights if there is no oncom¬ 
ing traffic. High beams will 
reflect in the eyes of deer 
on or near the roadway, 
providing increased driver 
reaction time. 

• Upon seeing a deer, 
immediately slow down. 
Do not swerve — this could 
confuse the deer about 
where to run. It could also 
cause you to lose control 
and hit a tree or another 
car. It is generally safer to 
hit the deer rather than run¬ 
ning off the road or risking 
injury to other motorists. 

• Deer are often unpre¬ 
dictable, especially when 
faced with blinding head¬ 
lights, loud horns and fast- 
moving vehicles. Don’t 
expect them to stay where 
they are. They can dart in 
front of you at the last 
moment, stop in the middle 
of the road, cross quickly 
and return to the road or 
even move toward an 
approaching vehicle. 

• Deer whistles on cars 
provide little help and 
blowing the car horn does¬ 
n’t always solve the prob¬ 
lem. Blowing the horn may 
cause them to move, but 
not necessarily in the direc¬ 
tion you want. 

• Always wear your 
safety belt. Historically, 
most people injured or 
killed in deer/auto colli¬ 
sions were not properly 
restrained. 

Citizens can contribute 
to highway safety by 
reporting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police 
toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should 
give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direction 
of travel and license num¬ 
ber if possible.

Diabetic emergencies can be prevented

More than 20 million 
Americans have diabetes, 
and approximately six mil¬ 
lion of these individuals 
don’t know they have it. 
The best way to prevent a 
diabetic emergency is to 
manage the disease through 
a healthy lifestyle, includ¬ 
ing exercise, a balanced diet 
and regular checks of blood 
glucose levels. 

When diabetics have too 
much or too little insulin in 
their bodies, they can expe¬ 
rience life-threatening 
emergencies that must be 
responded to quickly. Too 
much insulin can cause low 
sugar level, called hypo¬ 
glycemia. This can lead to 
insulin shock. Symptoms of 


hypoglycemia include 
weakness, drowsiness, 
rapid pulse, fast breathing, 
pale and sweaty skin, 
headache or trembling, 
odorless breath, hunger and 
numbness in the hands and 
feet. 

When a diabetic doesn’t 
have enough insulin, this 
can cause a high level of 
sugar, called hyper¬ 
glycemia. High blood sugar 
can lead to a diabetic coma. 
Symptoms of hyper¬ 
glycemia include weak and 
rapid pulse, nausea, deep 
and sighing breaths, an 
unsteady gait, confusion, 
flushed, warm or dry skin, 
an odor of nail polish or 
sweet apple, drowsiness and 
a gradual loss of conscious¬ 
ness. 


If a diabetic is uncon¬ 
scious or unresponsive, call 
911 immediately. If an 
unconscious person shows 
life-threatening conditions, 
place the person horizontal¬ 
ly on a flat surface, check 
for breathing, pulse and cir¬ 
culation, and administer 
CPR while waiting for pro¬ 
fessional medical assis¬ 
tance. 

If the diabetic is not 
unconscious and seems 
alert, provide assistance by 
getting sugar or the neces¬ 
sary prescription medicine. 
If the diabetic is conscious 
but appears confused or dis¬ 
oriented, administer food or 
drink and call 911 immedi¬ 
ately.

It was one of the most emo¬ 
tionally rewarding days of 
their lives. 

That’s what World War II 
and Korean War veterans said 
about their Oct. 6 Honor Flight 
to Washington, D.C., which 
was sponsored by Inter- 
County Energy and 
Kentucky’s Touchstone 
Energy Cooperatives. 

Inter-County Energy and 15 
other Kentucky electric coop¬ 
eratives joined with the 
Bluegrass Chapter of the 
Honor Flight Network to take 
25 veterans, free of charge, to 
visit the World War II 
Memorial, the Korean War 
Veterans Memorial and the 
Iwo Jima Monument. Twenty- 
four of the men were veterans 
of World War II; four fought in 
both World War II and the 
Korean War, and one veteran 
served in the Korean War. 

Inter-County sponsored a 
local veteran on the trip. 
George Garrison, 93, from 
Stanford who served in the 
Army during World War II 
represented Inter-County. 

As the veterans arrived at 
the Louisville International 
Airport at 6 a.m. Saturday, 
they were greeted by the 
warm smiles of electric co-op 
volunteers and other grateful 
citizens. 

Immediately upon their 
arrival at Baltimore 
International Airport, the vet¬ 
erans received a heroes’ wel¬ 
come from a crowd of well- 
wishers, including cadets 
from the U.S. Naval 


Academy. The veterans trav¬ 
eled from Baltimore to 
Washington aboard a char¬ 
tered bus, while a police 
escort cleared the way through 
heavy traffic and took them to 
the World War II Memorial. 
There they met former Sen. 
Bob Dole, R-Kansas, and his 
wife, Elizabeth. 

Mr. Garrison said meeting 
the Doles was the highlight of 
his day. 

“I can’t remember when 
I’ve had so much fim and 
enjoyed a trip so much,” said 
Garrison, who served in the 
Army and was awarded a 
Bronze Star for helping to res¬ 
cue another Kentucky soldier 
in the Battle of Zig Zag Pass. 

As the day progressed, their 
stories poured out. 

James Peters, 87, a native of 
Springfield, served on the 
USS Hornet in the South 
Pacific. He recalled when a 
wave of Japanese bombers 
severely damaged the Hornet. 

“The ones who were saved 
were on the flight deck,” 
Peters said. “When the skip¬ 
per said to jump overboard, 
we did, and the next thing we 
knew we were in the water.” 

Peters and other survivors 
only had small inflatable safe¬ 
ty belts around their waists to 
keep them afloat. He and his 
fellow sailors floated without 
food or water for 72 hours. 
“We finally got picked up by 
sea planes,” he said. 

Two Kentucky veterans 
had a special connection to 
the Iwo Jima Monument. 


John Robbins, 87, of 
Lexington, served aboard a 
Navy landing craft during the 
battle. He said hundreds of 
American ships in the harbor 
sounded their horns when 
they saw the Marines raising 
the American flag on Mount 
Suribachi. 

“Everyone cheered,” he 
said. “It was like the Fourth of 
July.” 

The Iwo Jima monument 


was sculpted from the iconic 
photo taken during the battle 
by Associated Press photog¬ 
rapher Joe Rosenthal. 
Rosenthal came aboard 
Robbins’ landing craft prior to 
taking the photo. 

Charles Jackson Jr., 88, 
from Maysville also has a per¬ 
sonal tie to the Iwo Jima 
Monument. He attended 
Fleming County High with 
Franklin Sousley, one of the 


Marines who raised the flag 
and is immortalized by the 
monument. 

“We sat together in Ag 
Class,” Jackson said. “He was 
a scrappy guy, and I knew 
then he would be in the thick 
of it.” 

Hundreds of family, co-op 
employees and patriotic 
Americans waved flags and 
greeted the veterans after they 
landed in Louisville. 


We all owe these veterans a 
profound debt. Inter-County 
Energy is honored to have had 
the opportunity to say, in one 
small way, “thank you.” 

“As Will Rogers once said, 
‘We can’t all be heroes. Some 
of us have to stand on the curb 
and clap as they go by,”’ said 
Sheree Gilliam, VP Member 
Services.
